Mr. Colman was much exercised in relation to the 
ministry. Deeply interested was he in the truths 
of Christianity, and desired to co-operate in spread- 
ing them before the world. But he had strong ap- 
prehension of his inability ; and the more he exam- 
ined the duties, the cares and trials of the ministry, 
the greater were his apprehensions. So great were 
his fears that he commenced business in his native 


city. But his mind was uneasy. There was a high- 
er and more important labor for his hand; and He 


who designs, fails not in executing. Mr. Colman, 
unfortunate in business, afflicted by the death of a 


paremt, again turned his attention to the ministry. 


‘ His desire’to preach the gospel increased, and the 
language of Watts was thundering in his ears,— 
“ Go preach my gospel, saith the Lord, 
Bid the whole earth my grace receive.” 
His doubts and anxieties were made known to his 
brethren, and to them he looked for direction, By 
t'rem being exhorted to take courage, and having 
received approbation from the church, he commen- 
cel a.course of studies at Danvers, under the care 
of Dr. Chaplin. While there, his mental trials were 
severe. Hope and fear alternately crowded his 
thoughts. At the same time ill health interrupted 
hs studies, and signs of puhnonary consumption 
were apparcnt. Fears of living, and yet being un- 
able to laber, distressed his mind ; and at times he 
preferred death’to a life of inactivity. Bat he aim- 
e at contentinent and submission to Him who does 
“a'l things well.” In a letter to a friend, while 
dwelling upon his trials, he wrote the following 
- beautiful description of submission: “ How sweet 
»i8 Christian subimission. It is a plant that does not 
thrive in nature’s garden. The cold and sterile 
ground ef modern philosophy ie not calculated to 
produce it. Bat it springs up and grows and blos- 
soms in that heart which is daily wet with the dews 
of heavenly grace.” 

Coexistent with his convictions of duty in regard 
to the ministry, was a strong interest in the subject 
of missions. His views of the subject and his feel- 
ings were much enlarged while reading the me- 


mcir of Samuel Pearce. Being also daily in com- 


piny with Edward Wheelock, his sympathy 


up his pastoral office. The society being necessi- 
tated to hold Divine service in such rooms as cir- 
cumstances and locality presented as the most fea- 
sible, were subject to those inconveniences which 
always attend worship in public halls ; determined, 
a year or more since, to erect a house of worship, 
where, “setting beneath their own vine and fig- 
tree, there would none molest or make afraid,” and 
which the growing interests of the society seemed 
to demand. 

The project appeared a feasible one, and from 
inducements held out, no doubt was entertained of 
a favorable and speedy termination. But when too 
late to retrace the steps already taken, the result 
proved otherwise. The society has only been en- 
abled to get the main building “closed in,” and in 
finiching the basement audience room, where it has 
held its meetings since January last. 

The expense thus far, has been near $4,250, of 
whica amount, some $2,800 has been paid within 
the society ; $300 subscriptions obtained of indif- 
ferent persons ; $800 by notes, for the payment of 
which individual members of the society are re- 
sponsible, while the balance of the expense, say 
$450, still remains unprovided for. 

In order to pay back claims, and finish the church 
edifice, $2000 are required. The society, which 
is small, and composed of persons possessing com- 
paratively limited means, but firmly united in the 
bonds of christian love and fellowship, has done all 
that it can do, each member having given what 
worldly possessions and justice to themselves will 
allow of. That the society has been willing to do 
all that liberality and future prosperity would re- 
quire, the before-named $3,100, the payment of the 
pastor’s salary, liberal donations to missionary and 
benevolent purposes, al] give too good evidence in 
its favor, to need even a word in farther proof.

Of the descendants af John Buell and John Marsh, 
original Proprietors and Settlers of the Town of 
Litchfield in 1721—held September 3, 1346. 
Lircurie ip, Sept. 3, 1846. 
Friend O.—This has been a great day for the fam- 
ilies, or descendants, of John Buell and Jolin Marsh, 
two of the first settlers of this town. At an early 
hour, all the vehicles and horses of this ancient vil- 


| lage were putin motion, and by I) o'clock, the 


ruads west and south of the village were covered 


| with all manner of conveyances, well filled, wend- 
jing their way tothe margin of the Bantam Lake 


About 11 o'clock, the greater portion of the gather- 
ing had reached the place assigned forthe meeting. 
Frederick A. Marsh, Esq.,on whose premises the 
throng assembled, called the meeting to order, and 
read the programme of proceedings for the day.— 
The meeting was opened by a most eloquent prayer 
from Rev. D. L. Parmelee, one of the descendants, 
which was followed by some pertinent and thrilling 
remarks by Rev. Traman Marsh, one of the regu- 
lar descendants of John Marsh, and one of the pa- 
triarchs of the Episcopal Church in this country, 
who is now aged about 30 years He was followed 
by Origen 8S. Seymour, Esq., with a very minute 
and interesting acconat of the Marsh family, which 
was listened to with great interest by all present 
After Mr. Seymour closed, Dr. Wm. Buel, one of 
the oldest physicians in the State, commenced the 
history of the Buel family, and was followed by 
Norton J. Buel, Esq., of Waterbury, who went 
back to his ancestry as far as the “Mayflower,” I be. 
lieve, and who, he claimed, were among the first 
settlers of the country. Mr. Buel has taken hold 
of the subject lately with great intetest, and from 
his manner of handling it, it will not be his fault if 
he does not make a complete history of the gene- 
alogy of his family in a short time. Dr. Abel Cat- 
lin continued the narrative of the family of the 
Marshes, illustrating his remarks with anecdotes, 
&c. “This part of the exercises was closed by an 
appropriate address by Rev. Isaac Jones, showing 
the good results that will naturally flow from this 
meeting. He did himself much credit on this oc- 
casion, and all who heard him cannot but profit by 
his happy and instructive remarks. 

The benediction was then pronounced by Rev. 
T. Marsh, and the company then arranged them- 
selves around a well spread table, furnished with 
many substantials, as well as luxuries. After cis- 
posing of these very acceptable accompaniments of 
the occasion, and each family seeing that their 
names were recorded, the company, at about 3 o’- 
clock, began to disperse for their several homes. 

There were about 700 desceudants of the two 
families present, and perhaps 300 invited guests 
and spectators—making in all present probably not 
less than 1000.

INDIAN DEPREDATIONS. 


MORMON TROUBLES. 


Battiwore, Monday Evening. 

The St. Louis Republican has news from Santa 
Fe to the 3d of August. Although there were on- 
ly four hundred and fifty Mexican soldiers in the 
place, the authorities asserted they had a reserve 
force of seven thousand men, ready to march at a 
moment's warning against Gen. Kearney's expedi- 
tion. This was not believed. No tidings from Gen. 
Kearney had been received for fifteen days Mex- 
ican spies were distributed along the Santa Fe road. 
Mr. W. Z. Swan, of Northampton, Massachusetts, 
was attacked arid murdered by the Indians on the 
Prairies. 

The Indians were becoming exceedingly trouble- 
some, and were committing repeated and grievous 
depredations on the persons and property of trav- 
elers. There were immense numbers of the Gov- 
ernment’s baggage wagons lying in an exposed sit- 
uation on the prairies, which could be easily cap-
